child is a child no matter who he plays for," Deforge 
added. 

Bowen said he prefers that one organization be 
designated the benefactor of the funding and that this 
organization would be accountable for the funds and 
the programs offered via the town money. 

Bowen said, "It would be a nightmare to solicit par¬ 
ticular programs and evaluate them for all organiza¬ 
tions in town. I would prefer one to come forward 
and say that they can provide these programs. It could 
be something brand new." 

Bowen said it remains uncertain what will transpire 
on the funding, adding, "We Want to test the water. 
We're not looking to discourage any organization to 
be as self-sufficient as it can be. I won't prejudge what 
will happen but I believe it will be hairy." 

Councilor Walter Kerr asked whether the funds 
would be put out to bid, prompting this response from 
Bowen: "I know of no company which provides these 
types of services. We're looking for ope organization 
to come forward with specifications." 

The council also approved $13,000 for temporary 
summer groundskeepers to maintain the parks and 
playgrounds. 


Town Council Monday evening approved the re¬ 
hiring of three police patrolmen, restored one 
sergeant position back to fulltime status, funded two 
iaia-off firefighters and restored $40,500 back into the 
Parks Department budget. 

The last minute action by the council to supplement 
the fiscal 1981-82 municipal budget came on recom¬ 
mendations by Town Manager Richard J. Bowen. 

The restoration of the three patrolmen has seem¬ 
ingly cooled an ugly battle between Bowen and the 
pat?olmen's union over the lay-offs. 

Funding for the Parks Department, which was com¬ 
pletely eliminated in the council-approved budget, 
calls for $7,500 for a director which apparently will 
be Assistant Department of Public Properties Director 
Jack Kunasek, who was absorbed into that depart¬ 
ment. 

The council approved $20,000 for professional ser¬ 
vices in the parks budget which is $5,000 less than the 
$25,000 sought by the Agawam Hockey Association 
and the Agawam Athletic Association. 

Councilor at-large Robert DeForge at Monday's 
meeting said that the allocation must be distributed 
among all youth-related organizations equally. "A

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Vacancy Left By Bonavita 
Won't Be Filled Until November 


Town Council has upheld a ruling from Council 
President Paul Fieldstad that the vacated seat of 
former councilwoman Elaina Bonavita will remain 
empty until the November elections. 

An attempt by Councilors Richard Theroux and An¬ 
drew C. Gallano at Monday's council meeting at the 
public library fell by the wayside when councilors 
voted 9-5 to uphold Fieldstad's ruling that Bonavita s 
seat could not be legally filled by the council. 

Gallano Incensed 

Fieldstad's ruling touched off several verbal bar¬ 
rages by Gallano, who accused Fieldstad and several 
of his supporting councilors of attempting to "keep 
the seat vacant so that a pro-manager individual does 
not have the chance to fill it." 

The issue of residency keyed the hot debate on- 
Fieldstad's refusal to allow Theroux' motion to 
discuss the nomination and appointment of an in¬ 
dividual to fill the seat. 

Fieldstad claimed that Bonavita had not moved 
from the community on June 23 when she left for a 
claimed vacation in Texas and that her much 
publicized resignation, effective June 30, still stood. 

If the Bonavita had no longer been a resident prior 
to her June 30 resignation date, (before 18 months of 
her term had expired) the council could appoint a new 


member to fill the vacancy until January 1. 

The argument swayed back and forth about 
Bonavita's residency with Town Clerk Edward A. 
Caba noting that Bonavita had been paid for her ser¬ 
vices as a councilwoman through June 30. 

Caba said Bonavita's resignation was effective June 
30 and no other challenges had been raised on the 
issue. 

Prior to the council debate, former Precinct One 
councilwoman Anita Davilli, whose Feeding Hills ad¬ 
dress was being used by Bonavita to forward mail, 
scored Gallano on his position on Bonavita's residen¬ 
cy. 

Was A Resident 

Mrs. Davilli said Bonavita was a resident until June 
30 when she decided to stay in Texas after she found a 
job. 

Gallano charged Fieldstad with supporting a mayor 
form of government as the motivating factor for keep¬ 
ing the seat vacant. 

Fieldstad denied the charge, saying the issue was 
moot. 

Councilors dissenting on Fieldstad's decision were 
Francis Colli, Frederick Nardi, Stephen Cincotta, 
Theroux and Gallano.

Budget Holdup 
Shameful Demonstration 

Eight days after the beginning of the fiscal year 
1982, the Commonwealth is still without its budget. A 
shameful demonstration of a battle for power bet¬ 
ween the House Speaker and the Senate President, at 
the expense of state employees, welfare clients, the 
elderly and every citizen of the cities and towns in 
Massachusetts. 

The Senate has thwarted the Governor's effort to 
provide emergency money in order to maintain ser¬ 
vices, by amending two messages beyond the scope of 
constitutional perogative : and by voice vote: 

The fiscal crunch, however, seems to be looming 
larger and larger e&ch day and there is evidence that 
the two dominant figures will finally meet and, 
hopefully, agree to compromise the jobs hang-up, 
local aid amounts and distribution formulae. Once 
such agreement has been reached, the conference 
committee can then meet to resolve the line item dif¬ 
ferences. 

The process is tedious, clearly extraodinary and 
seemingly unnecessary, yet it is a pattern that has 
been in effect for a hundred years. It will continue to 
be an enigma unless a change in procedure can be ef¬ 
fected whereby a joint committee of ways and means 
will design the Commonwealth budget for passage by 
both branches simultaneously. Unless this occurs, I 
predict this continuing farce could well be the founda¬ 
tion for an eventual unicameral legislature. 

EDITORS NOTE: Ed Connery's column was 
prepared at press time. We have learned that 
agreement has virtually been reached by the 
heads of both branches of the Legislature. If all 
major differences are set aside we could have a 
state budget before the week is out. That is good 
news despite, as Connelly has pointed out 
before, the entire situation is shameful.

Treasurer Finds 
Interest In His Work 

During fiscal 1981, which ended June 30th, the town 
has become richer by $516,672 in interest earned on in¬ 
vestments, according to David C. Gallano, town 
treasurer/collector. 

Investment earnings during the previous three years 
were $140,930 in 1978; $196,529 in 1979; and $458,941 
in 1980 for a four year total of $1,313,072. The 1981 
figure represents a 12.5% increase over the previous 
year. 

All of the earnings were made from use of surplus 
funds, increased tax collections, and available project 
funds. 

Gallano indicated that the excellent cash flow 
available to the town during the year just completed 
has practically eliminated temporary borrowing in an¬ 
ticipation of tax collections, thus saving borrowing ex¬ 
penses. 

"The town has not borrowed in anticipation of taxes 
during the past 6 V 2 years," Gallano said. The excess 
of 1.3 million dollars earned during the past four years 
has had a positive effect on the town's tax rate. The 
1981 sum of $516,000 alone will represent a savings of 
approximately $2.5 in the tax rate. ' 

The earnings are put into the town's general fund 
and become part of,the "free cash" of a future year and 
are also available to reinvest and earn more interest un¬ 
til used, according to Gallano. 

"The use of a new cash controller mini-computer 
leased from the the BayBank Valley has increased the 
efficiency of the department relative to investments 
and has shortened the non-investment time of available 
funds, down to only a couple of hours, instead of 
days," Gallano stated. 

Records in the office show that in excess of 
$5,800,000 of the town's available money, as of June 
30th, rests in interest bearing accounts, certificates of 
deposits and other short term investments. 

A cash management study done by the town 
treasurer with the assistance of Rick Bellico, assistant 
vice-president at BayBank Valley, and other bank ex¬ 
ecutives, has resulted in greatly improved procedures. 

Gallano said one reason the town made so much in¬ 
terest this year is not only the department's investment 
policy, but excellent interest rater available. 

He indicated that a beefed up collection policy will 
be in force this year with special emphasis on shorten¬ 
ing the tax title extension time. He also declared he will 
enforce collection of tax titles in the courts, process 
bills for library book delinquents, and in collection for 
water and sewer connections in the smaller claims 



court. 

The treasurer will request transfer of funds from the 
Town Council to finance court costs, which are 
recoverable from the delinquent taxpayers through 
court orders.

Perhaps the most controversial issue in the new 
budget begun July 1 is the steep hike in water and 
sewer rates. 

Town Council, after listening to the advice of 
Manager Richard J. Bowen and Department of Public 
Works Superintendent John P. Stone, passed a rate in¬ 
crease that means a 40 percent hike in water rates and 
a 125 percent rise in sewer rates. The increase ac¬ 
counts for approximately $600,000 in the budget. 

Those who argued in favor of the increase 
pointed out the necessity to make both depart¬ 
ments completely self-sufficient, and to remove 
their dependency on the general fund. In the 
past, both departments essentially used money 
raised from property taxes in order to be solvent. 

Under Proposition 2 1/2, the rate increase was 
critical, not as a means to circumvent the intent of the 
tax cutting measure, but to account for all expenses in 
each department. 

It should be pointed out that the new tax law in¬ 
cludes provisions that suggest water and sewer 
departments should be run as self-sufficient depart¬ 
ments, able to charge fees up to the amount it costs to 
run them. 

There is now a possibility that voters here will have 
a chance to decide whether or not the rate increase 
should be allowed. 

Former councilor at-large Valentine Moreno has 
petitions circulating to put the issue to the voters and 
apparently will file the petitions soon with the re¬ 
quired 1,200 signatures. 

At this point in time, it is hoped that people unders¬ 
tand what they would be voting for by before pulling 
any levers. 

First. A vote against the fees would mean that 
$600,000 - the amount the DPW and the manager 
point out as cash needed to run the departments as 
self-sufficient operations - would have to be taken out 
of the general fund. Has anyone thought what that 
-might do to existing operations? 

As it is now, this $600,000 loss of income - 
should voters decide to return to last year's rates 

would turn the current budget into financial 
chaos, and the integrity of the town's finances 
would be in jeopardy. 

Some of the projects that would have to be stopped 
include the half million Feeding Hills Sanitary Sewer 
Project - though even taking the money needed to run 
that away, there is still $400,000 or so to be made up. 
Do people want to lose other services provided in the 
budget? 

One has to question the motivation behind those 
who are fighting to bring fees to a referendum in 
November. Is it really in the interest of the town? Can 
we afford to take the $600,000 loss. 

No one likes to pay more for water and sewer ser¬ 
vices, but presented as it has been - that people are 
paying no more for the services than the cost to run 
the departments - the arguments against the increase 
seem to take on purely opportunistic overtones. 

If Agawam's citizens decide they want to return to 
the old rates, they should be prepared for the out¬ 
come, and should be mindful that "there is no such 
thing as a free lunch."

Steel Shot zones are proposed by the Interior 
Department for this fall's duck season. In the Atlantic 
flyway zones are proposed for Connecticut, 
Delaware, Florida, Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey, New York, North Carolina, Penn¬ 
sylvania, Rhode Island, South Carolina, and Virginia. 

In Massachusetts, the boundaries are as follows: 
Essex County- north boundary, Mass, and N.H. 
lines (in the town of Salisbury); west boundary, 
U.S. Route 1 (in Salisbury) from the state line 
southward to the Parker River; south boundary, 
Parker River and lands 150 yards south of the 
south bank of the Parker River; east boundary, 
Atlantic Ocean and the boundaries of the Parker 
River National Wildlife Refuge. 

Also, the Parker River National Wildlife Refuge and 
Plum Island, including Plum Island State Park. 
Plymouth County- waters of the Wareham and 
Weweantic Rivers in the towns of Wareham and 
Marion and the marshes adjacent to these rivers 
and within a 150-yard zone of land adjacent to 
these rivers and marshes, seaward from the first 
upstream bridge.
